Europe was filled with alarm. 

Nothing came of it. For Kit- 
chener persuaded the French 
commander to evacuate Fashoda, 
Though some Frenchmen cried 
out against the “Pact of Shame”, 
the tension passed away. And 
six years later Britain and 
France made an entente which 
included a complete settlement 
of their colonial differences. 

The disputes which bulk so 
larga one day fade away into 
nothing the next, . 

The air is always full of rights 
and wrongs. 

When the Tunisia and 
Djibouti grievances die down we 
will find more waiting. There 
are lots of people in Europe who 
seem to want to say their piece, 
and thump the big drum. There 
is a queue of oppressed nations 

- seeking sympathy. 

When they have all had their 
say perhaps somebody will start 
to talk sense to that silly con- 
tinent that is Europe.” 

It is time the nations there 
settled down to the job of. decid- 


ing how they are going to live 
‘alongside one another instead of

Ag the New Year foreshadows 
The Shape of Things to Come, 
that is to mo one of the most 
significant, .certainly one of the 
most importart factors looming 
on the horizon, which the diplo- 
macy and power of Adolf Hitler, 
of Benito Mussolini and the am- 
bitions of Japan want to weave 
into their pattern of the Future. 

Envious of the wealth and 
happiness of the free British 
peoples which is a constant re- 
proach to their systems, covetous 
of British territories, somewhat 
intoxicated by sensational suc- 
cesses born in part of bold bluff, 
and in part of our own unpre- 
paredness, the Fascist and Nazi 
regimes are deceiving them- 
selves as to the real sentiment 
of the British people. ‘ 

Our love of peace, admittedly 
sometimes expressed too vehe- 
mently, has occasionally been 
misinterpreted as a manifesta- 
tion of nation-wide fear. ; 

We in_England did fear war, 
if by “fear” is understood a 
deep-rooted national revulsion 
against the folly and crimo: of 


war. : But there was not then, 


there is not to-day, never has 
been “fear” to fight for country, 
Empire and all we hold dear. 
The spirit of England is very 
much alive, even though wo 
would rather talk of peace than 
of war. Those who take the 
absence of sabre-rattling and 
| truculence as a sign of national 
cowardice will discover. their 
mistake.

We ARE YET too close to the 
Picture-to gain real perspec- 
tive of the value of Prime Minis- 
ter Neville Chamberlain’s flight 
to Berchtesgaden in September, 
humbling his: own pride, the 
pride of his high office, of the 
Empire and of the British peo- 
ple. We cannot see the ovolving 
details in proper relation one to 
, the other, nor can we judge tho 
wisdom of the Premier in allow- 
ing Adolf Hitler the exaltation 
of that triumph and the con- 
sciousness of a victorious con- 
queror at Munich. What many 
people still overlook is the fact 
that aside from British prestige, 
Hitler’s sweeping success in the 
Czecho-Slovakian crisis, no Bri- 
tish interests were sacrificed at 
Munich. , 

Berchtesgaden, Godesberg and 
Munich however, have had an in. 
evitable consequence and effect 
which should by no means be 
underestimated. That is loss of 
prestige. Small nations can 
ufford to be indifferent to pre- 
stige. Not Empires or Great 
Powers. Prestigo has for many 
decades been Britain’s most in- 
fluential factor, not only within 
the Empiro but all over the 
world, 

Berchtesgaden, Godesberg and 
Munich projected the world- 
wide question “Is the British 
Empire on the Decline?” Ger- 
mans and Italians openly affirm, 
it. Americans suspect it. Ger- 
man, Italian publications discuss 
it. The question js asked in 
letters I receive from America, 

‘ Canada, Australian, New Zealand, 
Singapore, ‘Hongkong, India and 
Shanghai. :

idea, and America’s isolation 
thereby. 

One writer holds that “only a 
resurgence of the one-time na< 
tional spirit of the ‘Bull-dog 
breed’ sweeping the Empire” 
can save Britain. Others main- 
tain that. Mr, Chamberlain is 
shrewdly playing for, time for 
two purposes, to increase Bri- 
tain’s defensive strength, and to 
come to’ an understanding with 
Amcrica.

REFORM TO THE COLONY 


A likeablo, personality who ser- 
ved this Colony in un officia 
capacity during the early days 
was Mr. Andrew  Lysaught 
Inglis, Harbour Master and 
Marine Magistrate, but better 
known In old Hongkong as the 
“Governor of Victoria Gaol.” 
Mr. Inglis was a man of the 
loftiest humanitarian  senti- 
ments, and, on this account, 
vould be remembered by re- 
sidents of tho present day; for 
it wag entirely due to his efforts 
that the prison system of the 
Colony was remodelled so that 
prisoncrs were provided with 
suitable employment and that 
bane of every convict’s -Iifo— 
idlencss—wasa abolished. : 
a 
Me: Andrew Lysaught Inglis 
was born in England about 
the year 1820. As theré is prac- 
tically no biographical matter 
available concerning his carly 
Nfe or family the exact dato is 
not known... It is known,‘ how- 
ever, that he was one of the first 
European residents of the 
Colony as he. arrived hero in 
June 1843, 


. His first position in Hongkong 


‘wag ‘that of Clerk in the Marine 


Magistrate’s office, but so effi- 
ciently did he perform his task, 
that he was looked upon as a 
most likely young man for future 
advancement. In fact, hig rise 
in office was, to say the least, 
almost meteoric; his first ap- 
pointment was announced on 
July 16, 1845 as successor to Mr. 
Samuel Fearon, the Registrar 
General, who had resigned his 
position in order to accept the 
Chair of Professor of Chinese 
Language and Literature in 
King’s College, London. 
+ * oe He 
HIS was followed on December 
10th of the same year with 
the additional 1 pleas of 
Assistant Police Magistrate, and 
it is probable that tho experience 
gained on the Magistracy Bench 
was of the greatest assistance 
to him in Inter years when he 
successfully carried out his plan 
of reforming tho Hongkong 
penal system in {ts entircty, . 
In the meantime, he was do- 
voting a great deal of. his leisure 
to the mastery of the Cantonese 
colloquial, and while he never 
becamo a fluent speaker of this 
interesting tongue, he ‘yet ob- 


tained an insight into Chinese 
psychology and mode of thought, 
which rendered him invaluable 
to the Government in an age 
when the majority of Europeans 
scorned such an accomplishment 
as beneath their dignity.

HE. however, retained his post 
of Registrar-General for only 
four years, when he tendered his 
resignation. No reason for this 
unexpected course is given in 
the official records, but from Mr.

wr the Junior League matches 
starting on Suturday, this is as 
good a time as other to bring up a 
point jn connection with cricket 
matches In the ‘Colony to which 
sufficient attention, I feel, has never 
veen paid, 1 refer to the question of 
umpires for our League matches.

Everyone will ap- 
preciate that it, would be most 
diMcult for the League to supply 
umpires for every match, but at the 
same time, it is cqually obvious to 
anybody who knows anything about 
the standard of umpiring In local

se? 
Captain’s Duty 
APHERE are many cricketers here 
and elsewhere who do not 
believe in the League system. But 
the foct remains that we have a 
League competition In Hongkong, and 
this being so, it is only right that it 
be conducted properly. Y'.am not 
suggesting that the ‘League should 
come forth now and appoint ‘two 
umpires for every oficial game. Of 
course, this would be the best step 
to take, and one of these days per- 
haps we ‘will see it done; but at 
the present moment the next best 
thing would be -for. the captains 
elther {0 follow the  foot-steps 
of the senior skippers by having

their own. umpires or  sceing 
fo it that the people they send out 
to take charge of a match know 
something about the Jaws of the 
game. A little pain taken in this 
matter at the start might save a great 
deal of embarrassment and even un- 
pleasantness liter on.

HUNDREDS of branch railway lines have been 
absorbed by the four main line groups since the war, but 
there are still many little railways, some of them only a 
few miles long, worked independently by small: public 


zomnanies.

interests, just ag the Railway Companies 
well-being of the Big Four, the As- 


sociation of Minor Railway Companies ig to be formed. \ 
There are at lenst 25 of these independent public railways. 
The famous Festiniog Railway is known to Welsh holida 


makers and to film producers.

Mr. .S. J. Reading, general 
manager of the 15-mlle-long Der- 
went Valley Light Railway, with 
head offices at Layerthorpe. Station, 
York, says that “almost. without -ex- 
ception they. are now In a far worse 
position than the groupcd come 
panies,” : 

“In a White Paper issued by the 
Ministry of Trunsport,” he writes 
“prellminary to the grouping ar- 
rangements being operative, it was 
stated: ‘Light railways must rely 
largely for thelr prosperity and de- 
velopment upon the good will and 
assistance of the main line companies 
in whose districts they lie.’ 

“Beyond this feeble recommenda- 
tion nothing whatever has since 
been done for the minor railway 
compinics, and the malin line sroups 
nre undoubtedly not in a position. to 
give much practical assistance, ‘al- 
though the small: lines are valuable 
feeccrs to them. 


BOUND BY REGULATIONS 


“Small railways are bound by 
most of the regulations affecting rall- 
ways, are forced to render their ace 
counts in the same form as the large 
rallways and must supply the Minis- 
try with stutistical returns. In con- 
trast to this, if anything on the 
‘credit’ side comes along we are 
politely told it only opplics to the 
grouped companies.” 

Many small lnes, he adds, have 
ceased to exist, but those still re- 
maining claim to be fulfilling 
public demand and_ nore entitled to 
consideration when matters of policy 
are decided on. -

MR. ERIK TOLLEFSEN 


Former Co-Director General 
Of Chinese Posts 


News has been received in Shang- 
hai that Mr. Erik Tolefsen, former 
Co-Director General of Chinese 
I 5, passed away on December 22 
while at Estoril, outside Lisbon, 
where he and his wife were to spend 
the winter, Heart failure was the 
cause. 


Mr. Tollefsen, born in Drammen, 
Norway, in 1872, graduated from 
Christlanin (Olso) University in 
1891, and came to China in 1896, 
where he joined the Customs and 
soon afterwards entered ‘the Postal 
branch. He was stationed in Kai- 
feng in 1904, when some excellent 
nrticles written by hlm and publish- 
ed in the Shanghai newspapers 
caught the attention of Sir Robert 
Hart, who immediately had him 
transferred to Peking. With his keen 
Intellect and administrative ability, 
Mr. Tollefsen. was soon (in 1906) 
promoted to Postal Commisstoner in 
the old capital, and subsequently 
placed in charge of various important 
postul districts (twice in ‘Shanghal, 
1911-12 and 1923-6). In 1926 he left 
on what he expected to be his final 
home leave before retirement, but in 
1929 the Chinese Government re- 
culled him and he was appointed 
Co-Director General of Posts. From 
this -position: he retired. in 1032 ond 
settled down outside Oslo. 


MR. A. C. E. BRAUD 


Former Commissioner Of 
Customs at Canton 


The news has reached Shanghai of 
the death of Mr. A. C. E. Braud, 
formerly Commissioner of the Shang- 
hal Customs, who possed away at 
Nice, on November 26, In his 55th 
yeor. 


Born at Fontainebleau (France) on 
ebruary 5, 1893, the late Mr, Braud 
first came to China {n 1901 to Join 


the Chinese Maritime Customs, in 
which administration he completed 
the full perlod of 35 years service be- 
fore being supcrannunted in Decem- 
ber, 1936. 


On his return from the Great War 
in 1018, Mr.. Braud was appointed to 
the Shanghai Customs where he was 
responsible for the initial attempt at 
the codification of Customs regula- 
tions and procedure which resulted i 
the present “Customs Code.” He also 
played an important share in_ plan- 
ning the improvements In local Cus- 
toms procedure, necessitated by the 
expansion of the trade following the 
War and the Introductfon in 1910 
of a revised Import Tarif¥ which 
ultimately culminated in the Instltu- 
tion of the Appraising Department at 
the Shanghal Customs, and other 
malin ports, 


A Chinese scholar of no mean dis- 
tinction, Mr. Braud was called by the 
Inte Inspector-General, Slr Francis 
Aglen, to-tuke up the post of Chinese 
Sceretary at the Inspectorate 
Gencral, which post he retained for a 
perlod of over flve yenrs. In 1920, 
Mr. Broud was pinced in charge of the 
Canton Customs and remained in 
that Important office during the 
eventful period which followed until 
1032. In March 1933, he was selected 
by the present Inspector-Gencral, Sir 
Frederick Mnze, for the post of 
Commissioner of the Shanghai Cus- 
toms which he held untill Janunry 
1935 when he proceeded on Jeave, On 
his return to China, he was appoint- 
ed to the  Inspectornte-General as 
Finanelal Secretary, belng thus en- 
trusted by the Inspector 
with primary -responslbillty for the 
custody of the Customs Revenue and 
the service of foreign nnd national 
louns secured thereon, He oceupied 
hia post until December 1036, when 
hig uncfulness ta the Customs Ser- 
vice and to Chinn was cut short bs

TRADE IN 
CHINA 


Growing Anxiety Felt 
In Britain 


London, Jan, ‘4. 

Further evidence of the growing 
anxiety of Brittsh, business men at 
Japancse encroachment on foreign 
{rade rights In Chinn is given pro- 
minence in The Times and Daily 
Telegraph. 

Mr. Lennox B. Lee, who is Chair- 
man of the Calico Printers' ‘Associa- 
tlon and a member of the Advisory 
Council to the Board of Trade, in a 
letter to The Times strongly supports 
Mr, J, W. Nicholson‘s letter of De- 
cember 21 and cnstigates the Gov- 
ernment's long-suffering polley 
China. ; 

“It Js indeed astounding that this 
country permits one of its Jargest and 
porenual markets to be made an cx- 
elusive Japanese raiding preserve by 
steady elimination - of British and 
other foreign interests,” he writes. 
“If the Government's long-suffering 
policy is not soon stiffened by somc- 
thing more than diplomatic protests, 
which only carn Japanese contempt 
and continental derision, the British 
trader might as well be told of the 
extinction of all he ean look for since 
our prestige ig to be ullowed to de- 
cline.” * 

Mr, Lee emphasises that British 
investments in China amount to 
£300,000,000 and contrasts the dc- 
cline of British and American: ex- 
ports to China and increase of Ja~ 
pancse exports in 1038. He points 
out that what happened in Formosa, 
Korea and Manchukuo, where Bri 
tish trade js only one per cent, since 


they were annexed by Japan, will E 


happen also in China unless Japanese 
aggression is checked. 

“We con only pay the colossal bill 
of rearmoment, soclul services and 
interest on loans if we increase, Iet 
alone maintain, our export trade and 
surely China with her magnificent 
possibilitics, natural genius for trade 
and desire for peace deserves . for 
more support than we have so for 
given,” he declared. , 

In the Dally Telegraph Mr, B..S. 
Keeling minutely analyses the ree 
sources of the cconomic . bloc of 
China, Japan and = Manchukuo and 
warns against facile assumptions of 
the collapse of Japanese finance and 
economy. He cmphasises that more 
Britlsh money Is invested in China 
than Jn any. country except Argen- 
tink, If therefore Japan can sur- 
mount the present financial dificul- 
ties and establish a. Far Eastern bloc 
it will be first and foremost at this 
country's expense.—Reuter, 


FORGED CHEQUES 


Court Sequel to Piracy In 
Chinese Waters 


Further evidence against Tsang 


Yik-tak, 35, charged.on three counts’ 


with having, with others not In cus- 
tody, . felonlously. uttered a forged 
cheque drawn on the Shanghat Com- 
mercial Savings Bank Ltd. for the 
sum of $1,500 Chinese national cur- 
tency, on December 1, 1938, one for

the complainant, Wu Hol-shan, was 
heard before Mr. T. J. Houston at 
the Central Magistracy yesterday.

At a previous hearing Tsang was 
nileged to hnve been one of the 
party of armed Chinese’ who bonrd- 
ed Wu's junk ot Nom Sha, Chinese 
Territory, and took away his cargo 
of cigarettes.

Evidence of arrest on December & 
was given by Detective-Sergennt H. 
B. Dewar yesterday, and he said ‘he 
accompanied Tsang. .on the same 
nfternoon to a house in Peiho 
Street, where: defendant asked for 
and obtained a parcel from a womon 
named Tsang Kiu. This was hand- 
cd to witness, and found to contain 
$600 in nattonal ‘currency. 

When charged nt the Pallce Sta- 
tion on December 9,: defendant sald 
the cheque book and chop had been 
given to him by complainant, -and 
he had alse been told to come to 
Hongkong to collect the money.”

Empire and Nazi Pan- 
Germany, together. with 
militaristic Imperial Japan, 
have been and still are open- 
ly gambling on’ the 
“Decline and Fall” of the 
British Empire. 

As the New Year foreshadows 
The Shape of Things to Come, 
that is to me one of the most 
significant, certainly one of the 
most important factors looming 
on the horizon, which the diplo- 
macy and power of Adolf Hitler, 
of Benito Mussolini and the am- 
bitions of Japan want to weave 
into their pattern of the Future. 

Envious of the wealth and 
happiness of the free British 
peoples which is a constant re- 
proach to their systems, covetous 
of British territorics, somewhat 
intoxicated by sensational suc- 
cesses born in part of bold bluff, 
and in ‘part of our own unpre- 
paredness, the Fascist and Nazi 
regimes are decciving them- 
selves ag to the real sentiment 
of the British people. , 

Our love of pence, admittedly 
sometimes expressed too vehe- 
mently, has ‘occasionally been 
misinterpreted os a manifesta- 
tion of nation-wide fear. . 

Wo in England did fear war, 
if by “fear’ is understood ‘a 
deep-rooted national revulsion 
against the folly and crimo of 
war, But there wis not then, 

‘|there is not to-day, never has 
been “fear” to fight for country, 
Empire and all we hold dear, 

The spirit of England is very 
much alive, even though we 
would rather talk of peace than 
of war. Those who take the 
absence of sabre-rattling and 
truculence as a eign of national 
cowardice - will - discover-. their 
mistake. . .

E ARE YET too close to the 
picture to gain real perspec- 
tive of the value of Prime Minis- 
{ter Nevillo Chamberlain’s flight 
to Berchtesyaden in September, 
humbling his own pride, the 
pride of his high office, of the 
Empire and of the British peo- 
ple. We cannot sec the evolving 
details in proper relation one to 
the other, nor can we judge the 
wisdom of the Premier in allow-, 
ing Adolf Hitler the exaltation 
jot that triumph and the con- 
sciousness of a victorious con- 
queror at Munich. What many 
People still overlook is the fact 
that aside from British prestige, 
Hitler’s sweeping success in the 
| Czecho-Slovakian crisis, no Bri- 
tish interests were sacrificed at 
Munich. - 

Berchtesgaden, Godesberg and 
Munich however, have had an in- 
evitable consequence and: effect 
which should by no means be 
underestimated. That is loss of 
prestige. Small nations can 
afford to be indifferent ‘to pre- 
stige. Not Empires or Great 
Powers. Prestige has for many 
decades been Britain’s most in- 
fluential factor, riot only within 
the Empire but all over the 
world, : 

Berchtesgaden, Godesberg and 
Munich projected the world- 
wide question “Is the British 
Empire on tho Decline?” Ger- 
mans. and Italians openly affirm 
it. Americans suspect it. Ger- 
man, Italian publications discuss 
it. Tho question Is asked in 
[letters -I-recetve from America, 
Canada, Australian, New Zealand; 
Singapore, Hongkong, India and 
Shanghai. .

One writer holds that’ “only a 
resurgence of the one-time na- 
tional spirit .of the ‘Bull-dog 
breed’. sweeping the Empire” 
can save Britain. Others main- 
tain that Mr. Chamberlain is 
shrewdly playing for, time for 
two purposes, to increase Bri- 
tain’s defensive strength, and to 
come to an understanding with 
America. . : 

President Roosevelt, I have 
good reason for believing, is far 
from averse to such an under- 
standing provided it is on a fifty- 
fifty basis. In view of the grow- 
ing aggressiveness of the Dicta- 
tor nations, an ever-increasing 
proportion of the American peo- 
ple are in favour of -closer co- 
operation with Britain, despite 
the isolationist school of thought,

GINCE THE END of the World 
War, more particularly. since 
the appearance on the European 
stage of the Dictator powers, 
Britain’s policy has been shaped 
and fixed by the -necessitics, 


limitations, even’ weaknesses “of 


Empire strategy. 

In strong nations, political 
policy dictates military strategy 
on land, sea and in the air. If 
tho reverse is true in England, it 
is in the circumstances unavoid- 
able for the timo being.

PRESIDENT ROOSE- 
VELT’S admonition to the 
United States to take a 
strong stand against ag- 
gression has caught the 
attention of the British 
nation, which is grimly 
preparing to face a possible 
new European crisis in 1939.

R. Andrew Lysaught Inglis 
was born in England about 
the year 1820. As there is prac- 
tically ‘no. biographical matter 
available concerning his early 
life or family the exact date is 
not known. It is known, how- 
ever, that he-was one of the first 
European residents of the 
Colony ag he arrived here in 
June 1843. 

His first position in Hongkong 
was that of Clerk in the Marine 
Magistrate's office, but so effl- 
ciently did he perform his task, 
that he was looked upon as a 
most likely young man for future 
advancement. In fact, his rise

almost meteoric; his first ap- 
pointment was announced on 
July 16, 1845 as successor to Mr.

BRITAIN TO BUILD 
NEW NAVY ARMADA 


LONDON, Jan. 4. 


THE BRITISH NAVY will be increased by 


100 vessels of various 


description in 1939, 


atcording to the “Evening News,” which adds 
that the increase will affect all types of ships, 
including 10,000 ton cruisers, 


On the other hand, still larger ves-~ 
sels under construction will not be 
completed until 1940. 

The paper states that the following 
ships are now being built, apart from 
the big 35,000 fon battleships: 

Five aircraft-carriers, of which two 
will be ready this year, 

22 crulsers, of which three of 10,- 
OW tons cach will be placed in ser- 
vice thts year. 

23 destroyers, of which 20 will be 
completed during: 1939, 

15 submarines, of which 13 will 
shortly be ready. 

In addition ‘to the above, three 
auxillary ships, four mine-layers. 
three patrol ships, one submarine de- 
pot ship, two river gunboats, and 34 
smaller vessels will be put into ser- 
vice in 1939, while independently of 
the naval’ programme — for 1939-40, 
seven new crulsers will be ready dur- 
ing the present year, 

The paper further states that of 
the five J5,000 {on battleships now 
belng bullt, two whl be rendy in 1940, 
and the remaining three in 194), 
Two other battleships, the construc- 
tlon of which haa been approved, but 
not yet commenced, will, says the 
paper, have a displacement of 40,000 
tons. , . 

The paper estimutes that the total 
number of British warships at present 
under construction js approximately 
190.—Trans-Occan, 

RECORD LAUNCHING 
IN PEACE.TIME 
DURING 1939 Britain ‘will 
launch 45 new warships, 
with a total tonnage of 365,705, 

Such a figure hos never before 
been approached in timo of peace by

As if incidents like this are 
not always part of our present 
inadequate form of civilisation. 
We have had them in the past 
and will have them in the 
future. Worse incidents. Grave 
tension. A~. no war came of 
them, 

Fashoda, for instance, “Ency- 
clopacdia Britannica” tells you 
about it. A place beside the 
Nile, where British and French 
forces met in 1898. 

France sought to link-up her 
possessions in West Africa with 
those at the entrance to the Red 
Sen, And Kitchener hurried up 
the Nile to head them off. 

Europe was filled with alarm. 

Nothing came of it. For Kit- 
chener persuaded the French 
commander to evacuate.Fashoda. 
Though some Frenchmen cried 
out against the “Pact of Shame”, 
the tension passed away. And 
six years later Britain and 
France made an entente which 
included a complete settlement 
of their colonial differences. 

The disputes which bulk so 
large one day fade away into 
nothing the next. 

The air is always full of rights 
and wrongs. : 

When the Tunisia and 
Djibouti grievances dic down we 
will find more waiting. There 
are lots of people in Europe. who 
seem to want to say their piece, 
and thump the big drum, There 
is a queue of oppressed nations 
secking sympathy. 

When they have all had their 
shy perhaps somebody will start 
to talk sense to that silly con- 
tinent that is Europe. 

‘It is time the nations thero 
acttled down to the job of decid- 
ing how they are going to live 
ntongside one another Instead of 


trying to live on top of ono an- 
other, 

Until the dawn of that happy 
day, we will still, go on receiving 
expensive cables telling us about 
new crises and new wrangles. .

“Decline and Fall” of the 
British Empire. 

Ags the New Year foreshadows 
‘The Shape of Things to Come, 
that is to me one of the most 
significant, certainly one of the 
most important factors looming 
on the horizon, which the diplo- 
macy and power of Adolf Hitler, 
of Benito Mussolini and the am- 
bitions of Japan want to weave 
into their pattern of the Future. 

Envious of the wealth and 
happiness of the free British 
peoples which is a constant re- 
proach to their systems, covetous 
of British territories, somewhat 
intoxicated by sensational suc- 
cesses born in part-of bold bluff, 
ard in part of our own unpre- 
paredness, the Fascist and Nazi 
regimes are deceiving them- 
selves as to the real sentiment 
of the British people. . 

Our love of peace, admittedly 
sometimes expressed too vehe- 
mently, has occasionally been 
misinterpreted as a manifesta- 
tion of nation-wide fear. 

We in England did fear war, 
if by “fear” is+ understood a 
deep-rooted national revulsion 
against the folly and crime o: 
war. But there was not then, 
there is not to-day, never has 
been “fear” to fight for country, 
Empire and all we hold dear. 

The spirit, of England is very 
much alive, even though wo 
would rather talk of peace than 
of war. Those who take the

Some American. newspapers

picture to gain real perspec- 
tive of the value of Prime Minis- 
ter Neville Chamberlain’s flight 
to Berchtesgaden in September, 
humbling his’ own: pride, . the 
pride of his high office, of the 
Empire and of the British peo- 
ple. We cannot see the evolving 
details in proper relation one to 
the other, nor can we judge tho 
wisdom of the Premier in allow- 
ing Adolf Hitler the exaltation 
of that triumph and the con- 
sciousness of a victorious con- 
queror at Munich. What many 
people still overlook is the fact 
that aside from British prestige, 
Hitler’s sweeping success in the 
Czecho-Slovakian crisis, no Bri- 
tish interests were sacrificed at 
Munich. 

Berchtesgaden, Godesberg and 
Munich however, have had an in- 
evitable consequence and ‘effect 
which should by no means be 
underestimated. That is loss of 
prestige, Small nations can 
afford to be indifferent to pre- 
stige. Not Empires or Great 
Powers. Prestige has for many 
decades been Britain’s most in- 
fluential factor, not only within 
the Empire but all over the 
world. 

Berchtesgaden, Godesberg and 
Munich projected the world- 
wide question “Is the British 
Empire on the Decline?” Ger- 
mans and Italians openly affirm 
it. Americans suspect it. Ger- 
man, Italian publications discuss 
it, Tho question is asked in 
letters I reccive from Amcrica, 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, 
Singapore, Hongkong, India and 
Shanghai.

LONDON COMMENTS 


LONDON, Jan. 4. 

The evening papers make a feature 
of the resignntfon of the Japanese 
Cabinet under such headings as: 
“Fascism Defeats Japanese Premier,” 
Lut as yet there has been no editorial 
comment, 

Japanese cireles in London much 
regret Prince Konoye's  resignntion, 
saying that on the whole he held the 
balance fairly, and resisted the worst 
demands of the extreme militarists, 
especially after the fall of Hankow. 

Disappointment Ino the complete 
fallure of his peace offer to China, 
to which he is belleved to have 
pinned great hopes, was probably 
the last straw inducing Prine? 
Konoye to resign. 

Baron Wironuma, who is ex- 
pected to succetd Prince Konoye, 
is described as on ultra nationalist 
of the most extreme 
popular in Japan, 
Mr. Ikeda’s disappearance is much 

regretted, as he is gencrally regarded 
as a most able Finance Minister, and 
anxiety is felt in London as to who 
will succeed him. 

It Js predicted that the two great 
Japanese political + parties, the 
Sciyukai and Minscito, will fight 
violently, as they did in the autumn 
of 1936. and the spring of 1037, 
against the Army chiefs’ plans for 
the formation of a new party on 
Fuscist lines, which, in effcet, 
would reduce the Dict tu a rubber 
stamp Assembly. 

It is thought that the — political 
parties will have the support of the 
Japanese people in this: fight. 

Observers do not expect the new 
Ministry to last long. 

Chinese opinion, expressed to 
“Reuter", was as follows: “It maices 
no difference to us who is in power 
in Tokyo. We fight on just the same, 
but it is possible that a more extreme 
Japanese Government is better for 
us, because it will hasten the chances 
of a popular revolt in Japan."-—
